GETTING AROUND THE LAW. 


Only the Quick Wit of the Canadian 


Police Inspector Kept a Notorious 
Crlmln.l In Custody When In Reilty 
H. WM 11 Frei it th* Air. 


The manner In wblcli a prisoner ex- 


tradited to England from a foreign 
country Is trealed while on the voyage 
borne depends very much on the de- 
tective who has him In charge and 
also on whether or no there Is any 
suspicion that ho may be contemplat- 
ing violence cither to himself or to 
others. 


For Instance, In Iho case of Jabez 


Dalfour, who was taken to England all 
the way from Buenos Aires, there 
was n strong suspicion—probably 111 
founded—that bo contemplated com- 
mitting suicide. Consequently Inspec- 
tor Freest, who had him In charge, de- 
cided to take no risks that he could 
possibly avoid. 
• 


Tho regulations do not permit of nn 


unconvlcted prisoner being handcuffed 
on board ship once the vessel has left 
port, and he must bo' allowed 0110 
hour's ciordso on deck each 'day. 
These Indulgences, If Indulgences they 
may be called, were therefore uot 
withhold from Balfour. 


Hut he got few others. - For twenty- 


three, hours out of every Ineuty-four 
he was Immured In n locked cabin. He 
was not permitted even to enter tho 
public dining room, his meals being 
brought to him by Mr. Freest himself 
after the rest of the passengers had 
fed. 
He was, besides, constantly 


watched and was subjected to a most 
rigorous search.Immediately on com- 
ing aboard. 
. 


. Ills only relaxation was an occa- 
sional game of chess with some of tho 
passengers who kindly came to his 
cabin to play with him by permission 
and In tho presence of his keeper. 
This oen Imprisonment lasted exactly 
one month nnd a day, and Baltour 
afterward declared that it was tho 
most 'trying experience of a capllvlty 
that was destined to continue for 
nearly twelve years. 


One of the longest nnd In Its later 


stages one of Ihe pleasnntest voyages 
ever undertaken by an unconvlcted 
criminal was that which Charles Hyl- 
ton Davidson, Ihe notorious forger, 
made some years back In the custody 
of Chief Inspector Murray of the Ca- 
nadian department of Justice. 


Murray tracked the wanted man to 


Mexico and secured his extradition .to 
Canada. But then his difficulties be- 
gan. Tie could not bring his prisoner 
to Canada by the direct route through 
the United States, for immediately 
Davidson set foot In thnt country he 
'could have demanded to bo released. 
There was therefore nothing for H but 
to convey him by way of Jamaica nnd 
England and thence back across the 
Atlantic to Quebec. 


On the voyage Murray kept David- 


son under close observation, although 
allowing him considerably more free- 
dom than Freest allowed 
Baifour; 


\Vhon, h&wever, he bad got safely as 
far as London he was both morllfled 
and astonished at tbe likelihood of bis 
having bad all his trouble for nothing. 


Tho law Vftss, he was told, that a 


prisoner extradited 
from a foreign 


country to a British colony could not 
be kept In custody In England for 
longer than twenty-four hours, nor 
.could he be taken as a prisoner on 
board a British ship sailing from a 
British port.

The "Sun Drawlnu Watir." 


Tho phenomenon commonly known 


ns'.thc "sun drawing water" Is due to 
rays of sunlight between the shadows 
of clouds, 
ll Is seen to best advan- 


tago when the atmosphere is some- 
what hazy and whcu the sun Is whol- 
ly or partly behind a cloud and Is not 
In the higher purl.of the sky. Patchy 
strntociimulus clouds nro most favora- 
ble for the formation.of these rays, 
and they are probably most distinct 
whcu seen Iu Ihe part of the sky be- 
low the sun. when they appear to ex- 
tend 
cither 
directly 
or somewhat 


obliquely downward, 
it Is in this 


form that the effect'Is most commonly 
called the "sun drawing water.". But 
such rays uiay extend In quy direc- 
tion, so that they dlvorgo from the 
sun as n center. No rain need bo fall- 
Ing 
anywhere 
near 
the 
observer, 


though It. Is not Iniposslblo for tbo 
rays to be visible at a tlmo when rain 
streaks also are visible In part of tho' 
sky. . Tho rnln streaks, however, do 
not diverge from the sun, but are In 
lines of the falling raln.-St. Nicholas.
